Three papers were read. The first 
was on Gtittenhorg by Mr. A. G. 
Fisher, who, in an interesting man- 
ner, discussed the life of Guttenberg 
and the invention of printing. The 
speaker began by pointing out that 
the printing press has l>ecii one of 
the greatest aids to the advance of 
civilization. Concerning the actual 
invention of the press there is some 
doubt. The glory of Inventlog it is 
contended for by the partisans of 
four men of whom Guttenberg and 
Coster seem to have the chief claim. 
Mr. Fisher gave an outline of the 
chief arguments on both sideB, the 
balance of which seemed to rest In 
favor of Coster, but he concluded by 
saying that since the controversy has 
been carried on without any conclu- 
sion for four hundred years there is 
still room for much enlightenment 
on the subject.

H. II. Heming, who gave the Club 
a vei y Infccri it In • paper on Galllt o. 

He atarted in by reviewing the 
state ol scientific knowledge up to 
the time of Galileo, saying that the 
Aristotelian theory had hold chief 
sway, the onlt other theory was that 
of Copernicus, which Galileo upheld. 
Galileo was born In 1564. He entered

The figures here tabulated, thinks 
the welter, "may not show startihg- 
ly large incomes," but they "are, 
on tho whole, reassuring to those 
who are pessimistic about tho busi- 
ness ability of college graduates." 
further 

"A characteristic feature is the low 
salai ies at which practically all tho 
men seem to have started, and the 
quite regular and, on the whole, 
satisfactory manner in which the in- 
comes have Increased each year. Tho 
average age of the class of 190C at 
graduation was years, lu moulin 
and six days, in the fifth year after 
graduation, therefore, the members 
of the class wore, on tho average 27 
years old. The fact that the average 
income for these young men of 27 
years was nearly $1,900 indicates 
that a college education is at least 
not a preventative tq one's, earning 
n competence. 

This compilation of incomes for the 
class of 1900 is the first owe con- 
ducted on so thorough a plan in any 
Yale class. In fact, it is aim, si 
unique in college graduate statistics. 
Some such figures have been com- 
piled by a few classes of other col- 
leges. The Harvard Law School class 
of 190ii, for instance, has compiled 
statistics sbo.ving that in 1 ;>07 , two 
years after graduation from law 
school and in general five years after 
graduation from college, some Kill 
members reported incomes averaging 
$1,188 per year. This is less than the 
average of $1,245 reported for the 
fifth year after graduation from col- 
lege by 36 members of Yale IHUG. 
The Harvard Law School cIiibs of 
1905 showed a remarkable increase in 
income in the succeeding three years, 
when in l'Jlu, five years after law 
school and eight years after college, 
151 men reported incomes averaging 
$2, UK; for the year, an incrtasc of 
I 120 per cent, in annual incomes in 
I 1 lis third-year period. 

"The incomes of membors of the 
class of '99 of Dartmouth College ten 
years after graduation were Compil- 
ed and reported two years ago in 
Science. Of a class of 100 living mem 
bors, income reports were received 
from 67 men, showing an average 
income for the tenth year after gra- 
duation of $2,097 per man. This fi- 
guro, commented on as surprisingly 
large when the report was made in 
Science, is quite below what the aver- 
age income of Yale 19UI1 may be cx- 
pected to be after five more years, if 
the men's incomes increase at any- 
thing like the rate which has seemed 
fairlj constant for the first five 
years."

The Session under review has 
brought the University Into closer 
relation» than formerly with the Gov- 
ernment of Province ol Quebec. There 
wns u time wlvori u sharp dividing 
line seems to have been drawn be- 
tween school interests on the i no 
bund and those of liighcr education 
on the other, lint the progress re 
contly made ns regards the school 
qtiost Ion— though, after all, it is only 
a foretaste of what still remains to 
be accomplished— uni the Insistent 
diemand at the same time for higher 
scientific, technical, un i commercial 
training, are among the factors which 
have contributed to brim; about a 
fuller recognition of the essential 
unity and solidarity of the whole 
problem of education. From the Kin- 
dergarten to thé Technical High 
School and the University, it is 
really one continuous chapter in the 
story of social evolution, and aS such 
(b serves to receive, in all its branches; 
the fullnat possible measure of pub- 
lie patronage and support. 'I here nre 
many in Canada who are watching 
with interest the gradual abandon- 
ment of the position that the Federal 
Government is debarred by constitu- 
tional restrictions from associating 
itself in any way with any form of 
education. Recent action in connec- 
tion with an organized scheme of 
physical training, the establishment 
of a Nav a l College, proposals to sub- 
sidize agricultural education, and, 
above nil, the appointment of a Roy- 
' al Commission to investigate and re- 
port, on the problems of technical, in- 
' dustrial, and commercial training,— 
all this seems to point to a time 
when the Dominion Government will 
take a more active interest than 
, hitherto in those higher institutions 
which are doing so much, along these 
and other lines of educational activi- 
ty, to train the men and Women who 
nre to be our future citizens. Mean- 
while, as the circumstances of the 
Province of Quebec are somewhat dif- 
ferent from those of the rest of the 
Dominion, we have all the more reas- 
on to be grateful for the help given 
nnd promised by the Quebec Legisla- 
ture to certain departments of our 
work. 

Itotli the Provincial Government 
and the City of Montreal have taken 
a lively interest in the progress of 
the eff,,rts put forth by the Univer- 
sity to secure larger endowments, and 
it is confidently expected that before 
long a substantial addition will lie 
made to the "Campaign Fund" in 
the shape of annual grants both
